He quoted figures showing the 
great amount of work being contin- 
ualiy accomplished, 

Dr Park stated it was sometimes 
asked why one group oi men seemed 
to get a larger share of supplies than 
some others, the answer being that 
the officer in command made reyuis- 
{tions to the Red Cross for supp!ies— 
and these requests were filled out. 
The same condition existed for the 
Air Force, 

Up to date articles sent overseas 
were 307,3889— for refugees 15,129, 
surgical dressings 256,693, 

The Doctor then explained the 
shipment of parcels for Prisoners of 
War in Germany. Parcels assem) ied 
at Toronto are shipped by train to 
New York— from thence to Lisbon, 
where they are placed in an airplane 
and sent to Merseilles, from thence to 
the neutral country of Switzerland. 

Here there is a committee of 3500 
Persons constantly employed in  In- 
ternational Red Cross Work. ‘his 
committee assorts the parcels and 
sends them on to the unfortunate pri- 
soners in Germany, ...Fhese parcels, 
numbering 20,000 per week contained 
food— there was no regular shipment 
of clothing recorded. The speaker 
stated that there are 44,000 prisoners 
from the Battle of Dunkirk alone, and 
the heroism of these men is being re- 
membered by the regular shipments 
of The Red Cross, 

Dr Park also gave an instance of 
progress made since the last war, in 
the medical world having developed 
a method of preserving the blood 
Plasma and having the various type 
labelled in bottles, ready for use 
when the occasion arises— a number 
of lives have already been saved 
thereby, 

Canada asks for 
2000 per week. 

The Doctor completed his address 
by urging his hearers to read a little 
Booklet— The White Cliffs— written 
by Alice D, Miller. 

Mayor Hughes proposed a hearty 
vote of thanks to the Doctor for his 
interesting address, this was second- 
ed by Mr McMurray and heartily en- 
dorsed by all.

LIONS’ MEETING 


At the Lions’ Club meeting last 
Thursday evening, Mr Crowther was 
the guest speaker, when he delivered 
a very interesting address on the top- 
io— The Future of Canada After This 
War. 

The speaker dealt with a number 
of possible results, which left his lis- 
teners with several various ideas to 
ponder over. 

Mr Crowther started his remarks 
with a request for an open forum fol- 
lowing. 

We all recognize, he said that Can- 
ada has vast potentialities after this 
war — both materially and political- 
ly, In the political field, he pointed 
out, we have produced no great fig- 
ures, no world figures. In science, in 
medicine, in other fields, we have 
done so. 

We, he atated, are in a queer posit- 
ton, Our loyalttes growing up within 
us, tle us to the old country, while 
our interests, economicaliy, tie us to 
the new. 

We must consider the immense am- 
ount of money being spent in this 
war....and where it is to come from. 
Furthermore, we must consider that 
fully as much must be spent after the 
war to rebuild things, as is being 
spent now to destroy them, 

In the main, said Mr Crowther, 
there are five distinct possibilities 
that lie ahead of Canada, and which 
must be considered all based on tire 
supposition that we will win the war; 

1—If we can drive Germany out of 
all the occupied countries, we can 
then maintain tbe status quo. In this 
case, there would follow an immense 
influx of population into Canada. | 
am not afraid of millions of them 
coming in, said the speaker. We need 
them and not only the British immi- 
grants. In this case, we would probab- 
ly stay a self-governing nation. 

2—We may become a separate, dis- 
tinct country. This is doubtful. 

3-—We may join a Pan-American 
union, The question in this case, is, 
can we draw nearer to the Americas, 
and stil remain British. 

4—Canada may become the centre 
of the Empire. This is not only con- 
ceivable, it is quite possible. Ther2 
are too many people for the islands 
to support right now. 

6—There might be formed a union 
of all English speaking peoples, for 
the preservation of what they have 
won in the way of democracy. This is 
quite possible, and quite desirable. 

Following the address several 
members took part in an interesting 
discussion of the different sugges- 


tions made.

WAR SERVICES 
FUND DRIVE 


Organizations serving Canada's air- 
men, soldiers and sailors abroad and 
at home will be assisted to the extent 
of $120,000 from Southern Alberta. 
Devoted to this purpose and with A. 
Craig Pierce, Drumheller farmer and 
& past president of the Calgary Board 
of Trade, as its general chairman, a 
working committee has set up offices 
in the Renfrew Building, Calgary. 

Senator W. A. Buchanan, Leth- 
bridge, and M. M. Porter, K. C., Cal- 
gary, are joint honorary chairmen of 
the Southern Alberta Division, and W 


A. Austin, Didsbury, and S. B, Cham- 
beriain, Calgary, are vice chairmen. 
Mr Chamberlain is in charge of Cal- 


gary city organization, 

“Canadian War Services Fund Inc., 
of which the Southern Alberta endes- 
vor is a part, has been created follow- 
ing a close study by the Minister of 
War Services, in collaboration with 
representatives of war service organ- 
izations, toward the consolidating of 
the previous separate drives into one 
national annual effort,’ Mr Pierce 
stated. “It was on the insistence of 
the people that the principle of six 
appeals in one was accepted, not 
only to do away with the tion 
of effort and expense, bu tu re 
lieve us of confusion in 
what seemed endless cialis. 

“The Minister of War Services has 
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responding t 


indicated that throughout the balance 
of the war every effort will be made 
to consolidate appeais to the public 


into two projects— one each spring 
for war services (the impending cam- 
paign is the first of these), and ove 
each autumn for domestic charities,” 
said Mr Pierce. “War services organ- 
izations include the Canadian Legion, 
Knights of Columbus, Salvation 
Army, Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A. and the 
1.0.D.E. Each of these provides com- 
forts, personal services, recreation 
huts, mobile canteens, entertainment, 
religious services and for 
thousands of Canadian members of 
His Majesty’s forces. These special 
services and homey contacts, so im- 
portant in the lives of Canadian boys 
now fighting democracy’s battles, can 
be provided in no other way than 
through these organizations. We must 
not curtail them.” 

The campaign starts on March 24th, 
and Mr Pierce is devoting all of his 
time to the work. He has as executive 
secretary, E. W. Brunsden, and as 
publicity director, Leonard D. Nes- 
bitt. A corps of workers is being en- 
iated in each local distrist, 

“This work is distinctly apart from 
any city or community effort for lo- 
cal charities,” Mr Pierce stated, “It is 
a national movement undertaken un- 
der government auspices. This is a 
time of grave anxiety and stress, and 
we all want to do our utmost for those 
who fight our battles. Canadian War 
Services Inc. provides an_ efficient 
medium through which we may do 
so, Any contributions made by people 
living in Canada are as nothing com. 
pared to the suffering and depriva: 
tion of the heroic citizens of Great

the auspices of the provincial govern- 
ment, in the Holy Cross hospital, it 
was announced Wednesday by Dr. W. 
W. Cross, minister of health. 

With four doctors in attendance 
the clinic will be in operation one af- 
ternoon a week until the number of 
applicants warrants an extension of 
hours. 

Last year the Calgary Hospitals 
Board turned down the application of 
the government to place the clinic in 
the General hospital, owing to lack of 
room. 

The Holy Cross hospital will do the 
diagnostic X-ray treatment while the 
deep therapy treatment will be given 
by the Radium and X-ray Clinic oper- 
ated by Dr W. McGuffin, on 7th Ave 
Weat. 

The medical staff of the clinic will 
include Dr. J. W. Richardson, sur- 
geon; Dr W. 8S. Quint, X-ray; Dr R. 
R. Hughes, physician, and Dr R. C. 
Riley, Holy Cross hospital pathologist. 

The first provincial cancer clinic 
Was opened at Edmonton on January 
14 and the Calgary clinic will be the 
second established in the province. 
An appropriation of $45,000 has been 
placed in the provincial budget for 
the cost of operating the Calgary 
cline, 

The Alberta Government is to be 
commended on this forward social 
legislation.
